He wa* born on what is now the 
Leister farm, along the Baltimore

when the Battle of Gettysburg was 
fought. 
He was advised to evacu­ 
ate, and moved to the vicinity of 
Emmitsburg; 
luckily

for it was from the woods on the 
Spangler farm that Pickett launch­ 
ed

and

charge. During the heavy tiring in 
connection with 
Pickett’s charge, 
the evacuated Eckenrode home was 
hit three times, 
and

which was struck, was burned to 
the ground. 
Mr. Eckenrode enlisted for serv­ 
ice in Co. G, lOlat Pennsylvania 
volunteers, after the battle of Get­ 
tysburg, and was next to the last 
survivor of that company, the last 
being Hanson W. Lightner, North 
Stratton street.

nerved nearly a year in the Union 
.rmy, and after being discharged 
returned to farming, 
working, at 
various times, in the vicinity of 
Gettysburg and Bendersville.
